The Trailblazer observed National 
Newspaper Week in October by 
giving over its entire editorial page 
to explanations of the several stand- 
ing devices the paper has designed 
to encourage readers to use the 
paper as an authentic campus com- 
munity forum. In addition to the 
usual ‘Letters to the Editor’ sec- 
tion there is “The Reader’s Ros- 
trum,” which permits a reader to 
“sound off’ on a campus issue in 
some depth and detail, “‘Reader’s 
Pad,’’ which presents short com- 
ments by the students on a given 
issue, and “Inside Track,” which is 
designed to answer questions for 
readers who can’t find the answers 
from other sources. 


The Trailblazer. 
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Besides these features, The Trail- 
blazer periodically has special sec- 
tions which swell its normal eight 
tabloid pages to twelve pages, for 
example, the collection of human- 
interest stories on V.U. students in a 
section which heralds the arrival of 
spring, a four-page spread of in- 
terpretative stories on issues of con- 
cern to the students, and a special 
section of advance stories on ac- 
tivities and programs scheduled at 
V.U. for the following summer. In 
January, The Trailblazer added a 
new special section, ‘““The Subject 
is WOMEN,” to this agenda of an- 
nual special sections. 


As a measure of The Trailblazer’s 
success in meeting its readers’ 
needs is the fact that the newspaper 
has won the Associated Collegiate 
Press’s highest rating, “All Ameri- 
can,” for ten of the last eleven se- 
mesters. Also, in spring, 1970, The 
Trailblazer won seven awards in the 
annual twelve-category Indiana Col- 
legiate Press Newspaper Contest, 
including the top honors in the Best 
News Story and Best Overall Make- 
up competition. The Trailblazer is 
prepared by the journalism students 
without prior faculty censorship, 
however there is a Campus Press 
Council, sponsored by the Journal- 
ism Program, but dominated by non- 
journalism persons, to which read- 
ers can carry complaints against 
the paper for any lapses into ir- 
responsibility.

Elihu Stout Hall, occupied by the 
Journalism Program and by the 
Graphic Reproduction Program in 
February, 1970, is ‘“‘home’’ to The 
Trailblazer (and, to a real extent, 
to its hardworking staff). This school 
year was the first full one for the 
Campus paper in its bright, newly- 
equipped quarters on the top floor 
of the three-level Stout Hall. It was 
here that the Journalism Program 
was co-host with the Southern Il- 
linois University school of Journal- 
ism to a two-day Junior College 
Journalism Conference in October. 


Elihu Stout Hall is named for the 
founder of The Indiana Gazette, the 
first newspaper in the Indiana 
Territory. The structure was original- 
ly built in 1884 as a barrel-storage 
building for a thriving Vincennes 
brewery. Closed during the Prohibi- 
tion, the building was acquired by 
the University in 1960, and reha- 
bilitated in 1969-1970. 
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ALPHA THETA CHI 


Founded February 16, 1950, the 
Alpha Theta Chi sorority is the old- 
est on campus. Its goal is to bring 
the women students into a closer 
relationship with each other, to en- 
courage campus leadership, and to 
promote service to the community. 


Money-making projects of Alpha 
Theta Chi include bake sales, spon- 
soring dances, and raffles. Sponsor- 
ing a Homecoming float, the Foun- 
der’s Day Banquet, and a booth at 
the annual Chili Supper are other 
activities.
